Winter’s Worst 

Waves of bittercold andicy 

conditions spread over 

several regions of the 
Northern Hemisphere that were 
already suffering fromthe worst win- 
ter in decades. Yet another dose of 
ice and snow blew deep into the 
eastern United States, leaving thou- 
sands without power and other util- 
ities for several days from Kentucky 
to Mississippi, and virtually shutting 
down many metropolitan areas of 
the Northeast. 

The most deadly blizzards to lash 
Korea and Japan in 25 years left 
both countries at a standstill as rail, 
air, and road traffic became snarled. 
At least eight deaths were blamed 
on the inclement conditions during 
the closing days of the lunar new 
year holiday season. 

Heavy snowlalls and freezing 
temperatures in Britain caused road 
accidents and chaos for commuters 
across the south of the country. Sev- 
eral people froze to death in the arc- 
tic chill covering eastern Europe and 
parts of the Russian Republic. Far- 
ther south, in Turkey, heavy snow 
cut off about 3,300 villages. 


Jungle Search 

A group of scientists and 
[axel Indians will embark on an 

expedition through the 
darkest corners of the Amazon in 
May in search of Brazil's equivalent 
of the Abominable Snowman. 
According to Indian legend, the 
Mapinguariis a giant one-eyedcrea- 
ture coveredinredhair, withamouth 
in its belly that devours human 
heads. David Oren, an American 
zoologist, thinks the Mapinguari is 
actually a ground sloth, an animal 
believed to have become extinct 
8,500 years ago. “There is just too 
much evidence that | have accumu- 
lated over the past nine years indi- 
cating there may indeed be a very 
large mammal out there unknown to 
man,” said Oren, who has lived in 
the Amazon for 17 years.

cano might be headed for a new 
eruption. Government scientists 
believe that the increase in activity 
is caused by magma pushing 
upward. They declared a six-mile 
radius around the mountain off-lim- 
its to villagers.

Hakan Hjelmqvist told 
reporters from the Goteborgs 
Postennewspaper that if he had not 
used the BBC sound-effects record- 
ing, his plantation near the south- 
west town of Hyltebruk would have 
beencompletely ruined. A light sen- 
sor sets the wolf sounds off at dawn 
and dusk, the roe deer’s favorite 
grazing times. “No deer dare come 
in here now,” Hjelmqvist boasted. 
There are estimated to be fewer 
than 20 wolves in Sweden, mostly in 
remote and heavily forested north- 
ern parts of the country.

Earthquake Fever 


As aftershocks continued 
Ea to rumble beneath the Los 

Angeles Basin, scientists 
discovered that the disastrous Jan- 
uary 17 tembloris responsible for an 
outbreak of a flu-like illness called 
Valley Fever. Tons of dust in the 


mountainous areas west of the city - 


were scattered into the atmosphere, 
carrying spores of the fungus into 
their victims’ lungs. At least 35 peo- 
ple in the San Fernando Valley suf- 
fered fever, respiratory ailments, 
sore muscles and fatigue. 

Aseries of powerful earthquakes 
killed at least six people and 
destroyed 300 houses in northeast- 
ern Iran. Earth movements also 
were felt in southern Iran, south- 
eastern Romania, the central Philip- 
pines, Costa Rica, Japan’s Hok- 
kaido Island, Vanuatu, Baja Califor- 
nia and eastern Idaho. 


Atlantic Tragedy 


The gaunt carcasses of as 
many as 50,000 sea birds, 
possibly starved to death 


while battling gales, have washed 
ashore around Britain. Most of the 
dead birds are common guillemots, 
a medium-sized diving bird with a 
pointed and narrow beak. “They’re 
all thin, there’s no fat on them,” said 
Martin Heubeck, an Aberdeen Uni- 
versity ornithologist based in the 
Shetland Islands, the worst-affected 
area. Heubeck speculated that the 
sea birds may have been exhausted 
by persistent strong southeasterly 
winds that have blown during the 
past few weeks. 


Wild Winds 


Qn Blizzards and strong winds 
ES killed at least one person 
and injured seven others 
as tempests lashed northern Japan. 
A motorist was killed in a 20-car 
pileup during a blinding snowstorm 
on a highway in Nagano. In Iwate, 
strong winds derailed a train, injur- 
ing seven passengers.
